Washington, D. C., June 18.—([Spe- 
cial.] — Retail food prices increased 
about 2 per cent in Chicago and 13 
other cities—Baltimore, Buffalo, Den- 
ver, Fall River, Manchester, Minneapo- 
lis, Newark, New Haven, OmA&ha, Pe- 
oria, Portland, Me., St. Louis, and 
Washington—from April 15 to May 
15, 1927, the labor department report- 
ed today. 

Increases ranging from fite-tenths of 
one per cent to three per cent were 
noted in 26 other cities during the pe- 
riod and in only ten cities was there 
any decrease in average food costs. 
Charleston, S. C., Dallas, Houston, 
Jacksonville, Mobile, New Orleans and 
Savannah reported a one per cent de- 
crease during the month, and’ Atlanta, 
Birmingham and Los Angeles each re- 
ported a decrease running 
five-tenths of one per cent. 
- As compared with the average cost 
in the year 1913, food on May 15, 1927, 
was 67 per cent higher in Chicago, 65 
per cent higher in Detroit, 63 per cent 
higher in Baltimore, Richmond and 
Washington, 61 per cent in Philadel- 
phia, 60 per cent in Birmingham, Buf.-

“The extraordinary feat of the 
American pilots who crossed the 
ocean in hours instead of days, tak- 
ing my fatherland as their goal, fills 
me with admiration,” Prin Rup- 
precht said. “May the courage and 
efficiency of men such as our Dr. 
Hugo Eckener and your Col. Lind- 
bergh and Mr. Chamberlin increase 
the mutual) understanding between 
the nations. The daring flight of Mr. 
Chamberlin will appear to future 
generations not only as a sportsman’s 
great record but also as a landmark 
in the history of both the United 
Stats and Germany.” 
Mr. Chamberlin and Mr. Levine 
made their ocean flight to prepare 
for future transoceanic air mail 
service, they said today, but on the 
first flight failed as mail carriers. A

Hilinois Victims Lead. 


Husbands of Chicago and Cook 
county, it was revealed yesterday in 
questioning judges and lawyers, are 
being victimized as in no other state 
in the union. The fact that approxi- 
mately 15.000 divorces are filed in the 
local courts each year, the vast major- 
ity of them by women, has crowded 
the calendars so that temporary aili- 
mony orders have become automatic 
without regard to the merits of the 
divorce case. 

The average alimony order is from 
$15 to $20 a week. About one-third 
of the feminine divorce seekers waive 
the question of support money. With

each year, the payments mount high.

CHICAGO AND THE CONVENTIONS,

Those who have been to national conventions of 
either party as a professional duty, as newspaper men 
or others who are interested for one reason or an- 
other, have been in some wonderment why Chicago 
was not a candidate for both the Republican and 
Democratic national meetings. There is no other 
place that can possibly be compared with Chicago as 
a convention city for these greatest of national gath- 
erings.

Thus to Pope 
Gregory X. the Holy Name society owes its 
origin, an organization which today counts its 
numbers by millions. They are enrojied in parish 
units in every country of the world, nowhere more 
numerous than in the United States, nowhere bet- 
ter organized or more zealous than in the Chicago 
archdiocese.

Catholic men in Chicago(actively interested under 
the spiritual leadership of the Rt.

Campus Protests Fail; 
| Police to Keep Tab. 


| Arbor, Mich., June 18.—[Spe- 
@al.J—All student-owned automobiles 
at the University of Michigan will be 
parred when school opens next fall, 
the board of regents has decided. 
Special permission to drive cars will 
be granted to students only in “ex- 
ceptional and extraordinary” cases. 
The complete abolition of the “col- 
lege “flivver” at Michigan resulted 
from a partial restriction last year. 
The old ruling prohibited cars to all 
students except juniors and seniors 
with a satisfactory scholastic average. 
The new rules eliminate student cars 
entirely.

the regents two months ago, following 
a series of automobile accidents in 
which two students were killed, Cam- 
pus organizations vigorously opposed 
a complete ban, but the regents de- 
cided to join Illinois, Purdue, Prince- 
ton, and other colleges that will not 
permit students to have automobiles.

HE River road in Maywood and 

the Roselle road in the western

This contract is said to be prelimi- 
nary to the widening of River road 
pavement to a standard 40 feet all 
the way from Roosevelt road on the 
gouth to the Northwest highway on 
the north, one of the first of the big 
widening projects of the $15,000,000 
bond issue plan. — 

Validation of Cook county’s road 
widening bonds reached the final legis- 
lative stage last week when the house 
voted through the judiciary commit- 
tee amendment to the state road law 
which allows the county to spend its 
bond money in widening and improv- 
ing any state highway or state aid 
highway within the county. Favor-

ted at once in the senate. When 
the bill is signed, the Cook county 
highway department will place as 
many widening projects as may be 
completed this year under contract

Motorists Rally 
to Kill Excise 
| Tax on New Cars 


|Challenge Administration 


to Prove Justice 
of Levy. 


RGANIZED motordom will move 
as a unit to secure the repeal of 
the remaimng portion of the 
automotive war excise taxes and 

will carry its demands not only to the 
floor of the senate and the house but 
aulso back to the constituuwncies of sen- 
ators and congressme n, if the admin- 
istration failg to include: relief for the 
motorists in its tax revision program. 

Notice to this effect was served yes- 
terday by the American Automobile 
association, whose 880 motor clubs 
throughout the country are united be-

The purpose of organized motordom 
and its militant stand came as the 
result of the lukewarm, if not openly 
hostile, attitude of some administration 
spokesmen toward the nation-wide de- 
mand for easing the tax burden on the 
car owners. 


“It is noted,” said the statement, 
“that, following a recent visit to the 
White House, Senator David A. Reed 
ef Pennsylvania expressed himself in 
favor of a $300,000,000 cut in the fed- 
eral tax bill by the next congress, in 
view of the prospective treasury sur- 
rlus of $600,000,000, but at the same 
time intimated that he did not see ‘any 
great reason’ for repealing the federal 
automobile tax. 
“Senator Reed is not the only ad- 
ministration spokesman who takes this 
attitude and the motorists might just 
as well understand now that they will 
secure no tax relief from this adminis- 
tration without fighting hard for it.” 
Every past request to leading officials 
of the government to give the motor- 
ists as a class relief from the war 
tax—even after the tax on every other 
form of transportation and communi- 
cation had been removed—was met.

Motor Industry 
to Finish Strong 


Is 300,000 Units Behind 
Now; Yellow Builds 
New Plant. 


BY WHITCOMB WILLIAMS. 
ETROIT, Mich., June 18.—(Spe 
cial.J—With the first half of the 
year 1927 nearing its close, it is 
, évident that the automobile in- 
dustry will fall considerably short of 
the excellent showing it made during 
the corresponding period of one year 
ago as far as production and sales are 
concerned. A careful checking up 
shows the output of passenger cars 
and trucks will be approximately 2,- 
125,000 units which, if correct, will 
leave the industry more than 300,000 
‘units behind the same period of 1926. 
It is believed, however, that condi- 
tions this year will be a reversal of 
those of last. This means that whereas 
the first half of 1926 showed @ large 
increase over the second half, indica- 
tions now point to a stepping up of 
production all along the line. If this 
is true a summing up at the end of 
the year will show but fittle difference 
in the output of this year compared 
with the record breaking mark of last 
year. 


In spite of tremendous production 
schedules in effect all spring with the 
exception of Ford, the inrush of orders 
\for new cars from all parts of the 
country has not only absorbed the 
entire output of the plants but has 
swept away reserve of cars in dealers’ 
storerooms until at the opening of June 
sto¢édks were at the lowest point they 
had reached since the first of January. 

The industry loss for the first half 
is, of course, found in the Ford pro- 
duction figures with 858,972 units 
manufactured in 1926, as against ap- 
proximately 390,000 for the first period 
of 1927.. It is anticipated that Ford 
will have at least four month: of 
capacity production this year of his 
new line of cars which he recently 
announced.

which desires to create a county park 
authorized counties to acquire lands 
and transfer them to the state for 
park purposes, or to retain them for 
their own management and operation 
if they choose. The first, authorizing 
county commissioners to acquire park 
lands and transfer same to the park, 
provides that such action be initiated 
through a petition of not less than 200 
taxpayers and legal] voters within such 
county, and that an annual levy be 
made to provide the funds, with usual 
provisions for notices, hearings, re- 
monstrances, etc. If there are not 
sufficient general funds in the county

The other bill, relating to county 
participation in park advances, pro- 
vides that any. board of county com- 
missioners may purchase or otherwise 
acquire Jands for park purposes, or ac- 
cept such lands and advise as to their 
suitability, but its report shall not be 
mandatory to the county board. This 
mineasure may shortly be used in White 
county, where the Indiana Hydro-Elec- 
tric Pewer company has offered for 
park purposes lands on Lake Shafer 
made by damming Tippecanoe river. 


“Another general measure of im- 
portance for conservation doubles the 
annual] tax levy for the state forestry 
fund, increasing it from one-half to

The, Story of Squanto. 

apt. Smith came into the Massachu- 
setts region in 1614, six years before 
the Pilgrims landed at Provincetown 
and Plymouth. While the captain was 
exploring the country one of his ship 
captains, Thomas Hunt, gathered up a 
score of Indians with an eye on the 
slave market in Spain. He loaded these 
unfortunates on his ships and carried 
them to Europe. Among them was the 
Indian known afterward as Tisquan- 
tum or Squanto. He had the good for- 
tune to be carried to England and Sir 
Ferdinand Gorges hega#d of him. Gor- 
ges at that time was the most. promi- 
nent member of the discouraged Plym- 
outh company. He was a governor 
of the port of Plymouth in England, 
and in spite of the failures of Plym- 
outh company adventures he sent out 
fishing and trading vessels. 

Squanto’s misfortr>. ; appealed to 
his sympathy and he had the Indian 
carried back home in ore of his ships. 
Hunt's brutality had enraged the In- 
dians, and that was a poor colonizing 
policy. Gorges, who still believed in 
possibilities north of Virginia, may 
have had an eye to conciliation and 
reparation when he sent the poor exile 
back to his forest and people. 
was the year of the Pilgrim's unex-

somewhere in Virginia, far enough 
away from Jamestown not to be 
bothered by the Church of Englanders.

The region 
was reported “almost void of inhabi- 
tants.” That was of little importance 
to the Mayflower people if they went 
where they intended to go, but it was. 
of great importance when they landed’ 
where they did. 


A Terrible Winter. / 
It was a stricken land and as such 
less able to give resistence if the na- 


tives were so disposed. Without de- | 


termined Indian hostility the Pilgrims 
and the sailors of the Mayflower had 
a terrible winter with scurvy and other 
diseases and with lack of suppiies. 
The Indians avoided them and tried 
ecnjurations against them from the 
swamps. The medicine men May or 
may not have been regarded as fail- 
ures. If they had known that half of 
the invaders died and the other half 
were half dead they might have as- 
serted a remarkable success for their 
spells. 

In March, 1621, an Indian out 
of the woods to the settlement. He 
had a few English words he had 
picked up. with association with fish- 
ermen on the island of Monhegan. One 
was “weléome.” 

He indicated that he would go and 
return with something important. He 
came back with Squanto, bringing out

Squanto attached himself help- 
fully to the Pilgrims and was friendly 
and' useful during the remainder of 
his life.

To make 
a fruit jam means to crush the 
fruit just as much as it does 
in making jeily, which process 
is extended one step further. The fruit 
is crushed and the juice drained off. 
And yet thé definitions of jam leave 
this rather vital item of crushing out 
and read like this: ‘A thick preserve 
-ot fruit boiled with sugar and water.” 
_ This definition is inexact, at least 
‘for a strawberry jam, because in mak- 
“ing the best flavored and most beau- 
, tifully scarlet strawberry jam no water 
«should be used—just crushed berries 
“and sugar, cooked together. Indeed, 
a strawberry jam that will keep for 
‘a week can be made without cooking 
*the strawberries and sugar together at 
“all. This is commonly called crushed 
‘strawberries, and the combination has 
*many uses. 
. Jam making seems so easy, and yet 
° old recipes which advised much 
long cooking produced poor results 
‘te many cases, and many people today 
“seem to have trouble of one sort or 
‘ another with their jams, whatever 
* they do. In order to give some “ rapid 
“information ” on the subject other 
“than my own ideas, I began to. look 
‘in rather unusuil places for such in-

Other Nice Points in Jam Making. 


The old recipes all emphasized the 
point that fruit must be gathered on

'gome cases sugars were clarified be- 
“fore used with fruits. And the old 
.recipes say that there is no economy 
‘in using too little sugar, because then

pot say it too often, aromas were al- 
most always lost in the long cooking.

It is astonishing’ how many are the

berry, but not generally for the large 
cultivated one, often with its hcllow 
center and alwayé containing déver 
ninety per cent of water.

-tifully whole.” But just try the fol-

of cold water, lift them out and, should 
the water be too dirty, repeat the

“too &rmly it is all right to split the 
-berry, since there are reasons ‘why 
_ we should crush the strawberries be- 
_fore adding the sugar and cooking the 
‘jam. It is no great amount of work 
‘to slice large berries while hullincs 
“them, and as the crushed berries are 
‘likely to be stringy, this can be rec- 
‘ommended.’ Then mash the berries, 
.or crush, and if they are not extra 
‘ripe add an equal quantity of sugar, 
‘gtir till well dissolved and cook in a 
‘g@mall quantity to_ 218 degrees. If

This group makes a decidedly pleasing 
ensemble, as shown ii. the accompany- 
ing illustration. 
At one end of the room is a grace- 
sofa upholstered in chintz, match- 
ing that of the fireside chair. A small 
round table at each end holds a decora- 
tive Italian pottery lamp with a gold 
accordion plaited paper shade, tied 
with a black silk tassel cord. In the 
corner near by is an arm chair done 
in gold colored damask: A Duncan 
Phyfe table stands against the wall 
behind this chair. A secretary desk is 
p..ced in the opposite corner. It is 
accompanied by a Chippendale chair 
and there is an interesting double- 
bracket wrought iron floor lamp with 
parchment shades. An arm chair, up- 
holstered in the chintz, shares this 
lamp with the desk. Ecru silk shields 
on the side lights are finished with a 
narrow gold braid. Deep raisin col- 
ored carpeting covers the floor. 


Wrought iron gates lead from the 
living room into a charming little sun 
room. Here the walls are ecru, and 
the woodwork is marbleized black. 
Natural casement cloth makes draw 
curtains at the windows. The mecha- 
nism of pulleys and cords“is hidden 
behind valances of flowered, blocked 
linen on an ecru ground. This flow- 
ered linen matches the covering uf 
down-filled cushions on comfortable, 
low bent reed chairs and sofa. 
Wrought iron tables and lamps are 
conveniently placed. The lamps have

parchment shades, decorated with 
colorful Spanish borders of geometric 
design. A black and ecru fiber rug is 
used on the brick colored tile floor. 


The dining room, which is quite sep- 
arate from the living room, carri*s 
out a definitely different color scheme. 
Walls and woodwork are painted cit- 
ron yellow. At the windows are glass 
curtains of yellow theatrical gauze, fin- 
ished with narrow hems stitched with 
green and black worsteds. Ovefdre- 
peries, which hang to the floor from 
black rods, are of deep yellow sun- 
fast edged with a‘black and green 
worsted fringe. The table is a Dun- 
can Phyfe. Chair seats are uphol- 
stered in black haircloth, Corner cup- 
boards hold collections of old -china 
and antique decanters. In one corner 


of the room stands a three-fold screen . 


covered in an interesting old wall pa- 
per. Tall silver candlesticks stand at 
each side of a lovely old silver bowl 
on the buffet. A black rug is used on 
the floor. 

Two bedrooms and a. bath comprise 
the rest of the apartment. In one of 
the bedrooms, white wall paper shows 
bunches of field flowers—poppies, corn 
flowers, wheat and daisies. Woodwork 
is painted black. At the windows are 
curtains of white voile, polka dotted 
in black. They are finished with deep 
ruffies. Valances and tie-backs are 
made of the same material. Twin beds 


have covers of heavy linen with cross 
lines of black making large squares. 

A small table between the beds 
holds a black tole lamp with a white 
parchment shade, banded in black and 
red. Between two windows is a dress- 
ing table, above which hangs a round 

. Accompanying the dressing 
table is a bench which is fitted with 
a boxed cushion ‘n poppy red rep. A 
low day bed at one side of the room 
has a black ‘rep cover, and end cush- 
ions done in poppy red. A small table 
mear.one end of the day bed holds a 
glass lamp with a plaited red book 
linen shade, as well as a few current 
magazines and books. Completing the 
furnishings is a commodious chest of 
drawers, flanked by a pair of side 
chairs. Black wool chenille rugs are 
used. 

Walls in the other bedroom are 
painted a pale mauve, marked off into 
panels by means of double lines of old 
blue and rose.

4 the foregoing installments we 
placed the rider in the saddle and 
put the horse In motion at the 
walk. Now, before going into the 
faster gaits, we should give some 
thought to balance and suppleness. 
Balance is one of the basic require- 

ments of seat. By placmg his body in 
a correct mechanical position and 
adapting his movement to that of his 
horse, the rider can materially assist 
or effectively combat the movements 
of his mount. Moreover, he can re- 
duce to a minimum his own physical 
efforts. As some one has so aptly ex- 
pressed it, he rides by “ the strength of 
effects rather than the a, 
strength.” In the physical world “an 
object may be said to be in balance, if, 
and when, its weight is so distributed 
about a point of support as to come to 
rest on that point.” This definition 
asgumes a fixed support. This, ob- 
viously, has but little to do with equi- 
tation which is essentially movement. 
Yet when outside forces, such as ac- 
celeration or decrease in the rate of 
motion, and air resistance enter into 
the question, the position of the bal- 
anced body must be altered constantly 
to retain balance. It is important to 
the rider’s sense of comfort, ease and 
security of seat that he go “ with” 
the horse—that he be not at odds with 
him: otherwise he will be clinging on 
by muscular effort exerted through the 
gripping of his legs and the clutch- 
ing of his hands upon the reins. 


An Easy Experiment. 


_As a simple experiment let us place 


@ broonf*or other top heavy object in 


& vertical position and balance it there 
by placing the end of the handle in the 
palm of the hand. In order to retain 
the balance of the objective we find 
it is necessary to keep the hand in a 
tinuous state of motion. We find 
so that we can move the hand sud-

It has been found that the 
horse, in an effort to keep the rider 
balanced, will move forward under the 
displacement, thereby aiding the ac- 
tion of the legs. ’ 

Fig. 5. Carrying the shoulders to 
the rear will similarly produce a re- 
tarding effect, thereby aiding the 
hands. But this should never be done, 
to check a horse, during the approach 
to an obstacle, which will be explained 
under “mounted jumping.” ; 


the body in a position to go with 
the moving support (roller skates) re- 
sulted in a catastrophe. Consider a 
damcing partner. (With due apology 
to the fair sex.) For pleasure, we pre- 
fer one that goes with us rather than 
one that follows—in other words, one 


who senses and anticipates, as it were, 


the movements of the leader. 

In the saddle we know when our 
body is in the proper position by this 
sense of balance, or this feelfhg of be- 
ing with the horse, and it must be 
developed by practice in the same way 
that a boy learns to go with his roller 
skates. The principal organ of our 
sense of balance has been located as 
the semi-circular canals in the vestib- 
ular portion of the ear. This sense 
is more capable, probably, of devejep- 
ment than any of the others. An in- 
fant, learning to walk, will topple, 
not because of a lack of muscular 
strength, but because of a lack of the 
sense of balance. In a few years we 
see him go dashing by on roller skates. 

Cultivating Bdance. 


To cultivate balance, one must nec- 
essarily acquire suppleness. These 
two factors are essential to a secure 
seat. Suppleness, in riding, uynques- 
tionably, @ more a matter of relaxing 
the mind than the muscle. We seek 
it by combating its opposite—rigidity 
As Maj. E. G. Cullum, Q. M. C. (re- 
mount service) says: “ Rigidity re- 
sults from fear in all its forms from 
being ‘scared stiff’ to mild apprehen-

As one grows older with accumu- 
lated responsibilities he becomes more 
cautious. Self-preservation is, of 
course, one’s first consideration. In 
emergencies, from childhood up, we 
form the habit of holding on by our 
hands; in riding the legs must be 
taught to perform this function, leav- 
ing the hands free to control the horse 
us we go with him. 

Man’s natural mode of locomotion 
is his feet and legs, and they act as 
a natural shock absorber, but when he 


is placed in an unyielding saddle the’ 


shock absorbing functions of his loin 
are greatly increased. We therefore 
must have a trained suppleness of loin. 
Many riders compensate for its ab- 
sence by standing in the stirrups and 
by avoiding the rougher gaits. Thus 
the development of the five-gaited 
saddle horse, with his easy lateral 
gaits. 

Hence, students in equitation have 
evolved certain exercises known as 
suppling exercises, for combating 
spasmodic contractions of. the loin, 
the knee, the ankle joints, the wrists, 
the elbows, the shoulders and neck. 
We must learn by practice to meet 
emergencies on horseback by relaxing 
instead of contracting the muscles of 
the upper body, while the legs must 
be flexed and brought in closer contact 
with the sides of the horse, below the

Fourth—Without altering set of pel- 
vis or position of legs and rein hand, 
bend body forward at the loin and 
with free hand stroke horse far up on 
the crest. 

Fifth—With right hand stroke horse 
on left shoulder and right hip. Alter- 
nate hands and sides. Keep buttocks 
well forward in the saddle. Don’t 
alter position of legs. 

.Sixth—Carry shoulders well to rear 
by a rolling movement. Convex back 
carrying waistline to rear. Do not 
cohcave or arch back. 

Seventh—F lex wrists, open and close 
fingers. Shake arm—thoroughly re- 
laxed. _Don’t “slouch.” Keep’ the head 
and chest up during exercises. 

Eighth—Fiex knees, carrying foot 
weil to rear without moving thigh. As 
lower leg moves to rear raise, toe. 


Ninth—Rotate ankles—up, out, down 
and in, moving only the foot. 
Tenth—Lean well to the right front 
and then to they left front. See how 
far you can reach with the extended 
arm, wiffiout changing leg position. 
Eleventh—To be done at the stand- 
still only: Grasp pommel. Detach 
thigh, carry leg backward until thigh 
is vertical. Then while pressing knee 
firmly against saddle, draw thigh for- 
ward to normal position. The foot 
should hang naturally without re- 
straint. Alternate legs. Breathe deep- 
ly. The object is to press backward 
the muscle between thigh bone and 
saddle, permitting thigh bone to rest 
more closely to saddle.

Sweet Strawberry Dumplings. .

Beat the mixture until light, fold in 
the sliced strawberries, and bake in 
small buttered custard cups in a 400 
degree oven for twenty minutes or a 
bit longer, or in a hotter oven if a 
browned crust is wagted. This amount 
can be divided into eight portions or 
into four. For a simple menu serve 
the larger portions; for a more elabo- 
rate the smaller portions are all right. 
Sweetened cream with a few grates of 
nutmeg is good for a sauce, or a straw- 
berry sauce may be used. 


‘Strawberry Sauces. 

Hard sauce diluted with a cup of 
crushed strawberries, and further 
lightened with whipped cream, is 
handsome for a summer pudding 
sauce, but something for the obese 
to avoid.

There are excellent remedies on the 
market for thistcondition, and before 
a bit of perfume has been added to the 
person this imperfection has to ve 
cleared up. Perfume never kills it. 
Ir, fact, it stresses it, for the mingling 
of the personal and the flower odors 
has somé chemical reaction that is 
painfully assaulting to the olfactory 
sense. 


One of the most important perfume 
manufacturers in France says that to 
achieve the perfect perfume effect one 
cannot overlook the fact that every 
woman’s body has an odor peculiarly 
its own. It may be a pleasant one, it 
may be a slightly disagreeabie one, 
and it may be extremely unpleasant. 
The latter two have to be treat$d with 
chemical deodorants, as we have al- 
ready pointed out.

end. 


Where the American woman fails to.

bottle is to think of it as the last duty 
when she is making her toilet. When 
her hair is done, her makeup attended 
and she is fully dressed, she remem- 
bers perfume. She picks up the bottle, 
sprays herself, perhaps, or dabs be- 
hind her ears, or upon her +handker- 
chief and considers herself ‘set for 
the evening. ' 

The expert does her perfuming as 
she dresses. She may spray her body. 
itself with perfume or apply it to her 
sheer undergarment. She does not! 
rub it on her gown. The emanations 
of scent through the gown are both 
constant and in exactly the correct 
strength that gives subtlety. More 
perfume can be used when it is thus 
applied and the use of the spray is ad- 
vised. This is the secret of one woman 
known who creates around her that 
aura which is a vital element in femi- 
nine charm. 


Another clever trick of perfuming 
is to pour the perfume on a powder 
puff. Let the puff dry and then pin 
it on the wall of your clothes closet. 
All of the dresses come out bearing a 
subtle appeal to the olfactory nerves. 
Just a few drops of the same scent 
on another puff and the puff allowed to 
dry before it is put away in the lingerie 
drawer gives an additional charm to.

Are Methods for 
‘Gaining Balance and 
'‘Suppleness—Two 
Prime Requisites

+ Balance is one of the basic require- 
ents of seat. By plactng his body in 
a correct mechanical position and 
adapting his movement to that of his 
horse, the rider can materially assist 
‘pr effectively combat the movements 
‘wi fis mount. Moreover, he can re- 
‘@uce tc a minimum his own physical 
'Bfforts. As some one has so aptly ex- 
it, he rides by “the strength of 
.effects rather than the effects’ of 
‘$trength.” In the physical world “an 
| pbject may be said to be in balance, if, 
‘pnd when, its weight is so distributed 
about a point of support as to come to 
on that point.” This definition 
| es a fixed support. This, ob- 
wiously, has but little to do with equi- 
tation which is essentially movement. 
-, Yet when outside forces, such as ac- 
celeration or decrease in the rate of 
motion, and air resistance enter into 
‘the question, the position of the bal- 
‘anced body must be altered constantly 
te retain balance. It is important to 
‘the rider's sense of comfort, ease and 
of seat that he go “with” 
the horse—that he be not at odds with 


[ the foregoing installments we

‘by muscular effort exerted through the 
gripping of his legs and the clutch- 
ing of his hands upon the reins. 


An Easy Experiment. 
‘* As a simple experiment let us place 
‘@ broom or other top heavy object in

balance of the objective we find 
‘it is necessary to keep the hand in a 
‘eontinuous state of motion. We find 
that we can move the hand sud- 
nly in any direction, still maintain- 
‘ing the balance of the object, provided 
w%. slightly inline the top of the ob- 
ject in the direction of the thrust im- 
mediately before the thrust is made.

Fig.1. The exaggerated bending or 
dropping of the loins to the rear, as 
practiced by some ridets, should be 
avoided. <A spring compressed to its 
limit ceases to be elastic, therefore can 
no longer fulfill its function as a shock 
absorber. The head follows dropping 
of shoulders to front; if forced to rear 
ét produces contractions.

Carrying the shoulders to 
the rear will similariy produce a re- 
tarding effect, thereby aiding the 
hands. But this should never be done, 
to check a horse, during the approach 
to an obstacle, which will be explained 
under “ mounted jumping.”

the body-in a position to go with 
the moving support (roller skates) re- 
sulted in a catastrophe. Consider a 
dancing partner. (With due apology 
to the fair-sex.) For pleasure, we pre- 
fer one that goes with us rather than 
one that follows—in other words, one 
who senses and anticipates, as it were, 
the movements of the leader. 

In the saddle we know when our 
body is in the proper position by this 
sense of balance, or this feeling of be- 
ing with the horse, and it must be 
developed by practice in the same way 
that a boy learns to go with his roller 
skates. The principal organ of our 
sense of balance has been located as 
the semi-circular canals in the vestib- 
ular portion of the ear. This sense 
is more capable, probably, of develop- 
ment than any of the others. An in- 
fant, learning to walk, will topple, 
not because of a lack of muscular 
strength, but because of a lack of the 
sense of balance. In a few years we 
see him go dashing by on roller skates. 

Cultivating Balance. 

To cultivate balance, one must nec- 
essarily acquire suppleness. These 
two factors are essential to a secure 
seat. Suppleness, in riding, unques- 
tionably, is more a matter of relaxing 
the mind than the muscle. We seek 
it by combating its opposite—rigidity. 
As Maj. E. G. Cullum, Q. M. C. (re- 
mount service) says: “ Rigidity re- 
sults from fear in all its forms from 
being ‘scared stiff’ to mild apprehen- 
sion. Just as when automobile riding 
with a reckless driver we find our- 
selves tense and pressing with our 
feet on the floor board.” 


As one grows older with accumu- 
lated responsibilities he becomes more 
cautious. Self-preservation is, of 
course, one’s first consideration. In 
emergencies, from childhood up, we 
form the habit of holding on by our 
hands; in riding the legs must be 
taught to perform this function, leav- 
ing the hands free to control the horse 
as we go with him. 

Man’s natural mode of locomotion 
is his feet and legs, and they act as 
a natural shock absorber, but when he 
is placed in an unyielding saddle the 
shock absorbing functions of his loin 
are greatly increased. We therefore 
must have a trained suppleness of loin. 
Many riders compensate for its ab- 
sence by standing in the stirrups and 
by avoiding the rougher gaits. Thus 
the development of the five-gaited 
saddie horse, with his easy lateral 
gaits. 

Hence, students in equitation have 
evolved certain exercises known as 
suppling exercises, 
spasmodic contractions of the loin, 
the knee, the ankle joints, the wrists, 
the elbows, the shoulders and neck. 
We must learn by practice to meet 
emergencies on horseback by relaxing 
instead of contracting the muscles of 
the upper body, while the legs must 
be flexed and brought in closer contact 
with the sides of the horse, below the 
bulge. Keep the knees and heels 
down. 

Some Suppling Exercises. 

The following suggested “daily 
dozen’ suppling exercises will depend 
for their beneficial results upon the 
regularity and the. precision with

don’t “over do” it, which is the rea- 
son why so many associate riding with 
physical pain. en the muscles are 
lame one favors , thereby becom: 
ing tense. 

Begin gradually and permit the mus 
cles to be hardened to the new condl- 
tion. “Rome was not built in a 
day.” Cultivate good humor, sing, 
smile, or whistle; don't resist the move- 
ment of the horse. Go with him. 
During the exercises, which should 
be done at the halt, walk, slow-trot, 
and gallop, remove the feet from the’ 
stirrups and permit them to hang) 
naturally without restraint. 

First exercise—Carry the head and 
eyes well up. Turn the head and eyes 
far to the right and then to the left 
several times. Then tip the head well 
forward and from front to rear. Guard 
against jerky movements and from 
moving legs and shoulders. 

Second — Describe vertical 
with the right arm 
moving the left. Hold reins in ers 
hand and repeat exercise with left arm. 
Let shoulder follow arm. 

Third—Extend right arm horizontal- 
ly, palm up, and rotate it from front 
to rear, keeping eyes on palm all the 
while. Don’t let the left leg move for- 
ward as the arm is carried to the rear. 
“Tet not the left hand know what the 
right hand doeth.” Shoulder should 
follow movement without altering posi- 
tion of hips. Alternate arms. 

Fourth—Without altering set of pel- 
vis or position of legs and rein hand, 
bend body forward at the loin and 
with free hand stroke horse far up on 
the crest. 

Fifth—With right hand stroke horse 
on left shoulder and right hip. Alter- 
nate hands and sides. Keep buttocks 
well forward in the saddle. Don’t 
alter position of legs. 

Sixth—Carry shoulders well to rear 
by a rolling movement. Convex back 
carrying waistline to rear. Do not 
concave or arch back. . 

Seventh—Filex wrists, open and close 
fingers: Shake arm—thoroughly re- 
laxed. Don‘% “slouch.” Keep the head 
and’ chest up during exercises. 

Eighth—Fiex knees, carrying foot 
weil to rear without moving thigh. As 
lower leg moves to rear raise toe. 

Ninth—Rotate ankles—up, out, down 
and in, moving only the foot. 

Tenth—Lean well to the right front 
and then to the left front. See how 
far you can reach with the extended 
arm, without chaliging leg position. 

Eleventh—To be done at the stand- 
still only: Grasp pommel. Detach 
thigh, carry leg backward until thigh 
is vertical, Then while pressing knee 
firmly against saddle, draw thigh for- 
ward to normal position. The foot 
should hang naturally without re- 
straint. Alternate legs. Breathe deep- 
ly. The object is to press backward 
the muscle between thigh bone and 
saddle, permitting thigh bone to rest 
more closely to saddle. 

Twelfth—Decrease the waist line 
measurement and promote suppleness 
by not completely satisfying the in- 
creased appetite caused by this heaith- 
ful exercise and fresh air.

. The Pilgrim experiences with the 
Indians were both creditable and dis- 
creditable, pleasant and unpleasant, 
but one of them was mainly incredible, 
although true. 

When Capt. John Smith of Lincoin- 
shire, the great adventurer, Turk 
killer and Indian fighter, who was with 
the Jamestown settlement and who 
was the earliest English speaking 
American fron and explorer, 
gave up his tumultuous career with 
the Virginia settlement he went back 
to England and was commissioned to 
look for lands and resources farther 
north. 

By this time the New England coast 
had been fairly well traced out: The 
Norse very likely had done it five, six 
and even more hundred years before. 
The French had done it from their 
settlements in what is now Nova 
Scotia. Scandinavian, Basque, Portu- 
guese, Devonshire and other mariners 
had been along the coast of Cape Cod 
and down along by the Virginia capes 
and Hatteras. 

*x * 
The Story of Squanto. 

Capt. Smith game into the Massachu- 
setts region in 1614, six years before 
the Pilgrims landed at Provincetown 
and Plymouth. While the captain was 
exploring the country one of his ship 
captains, Thomas Hunt, gathered up a 
score of Indians with an eye on the 
slave market in Spain. He loaded these 
unfortunates on his ships and carried 
them to Europe. Among them was the 
Indian known afterward as Tisquan- 
tum or Squanto. He had the good for- 
tune to be carried to England and Sir 
'Ferdinand Gorges heard of him. Gor- 
ges at that time was the most promi- 
nent member of the discouraged Plym- 
outh company. He was a governor 
of the port of Plymouth in England, 
and in spite of the failures of Plym- 
outh company adventures he sent out 
fishing and trading vessels. 

Squanto’s misfortcr..s appealed to 
his sympathy and he had the Indian 
carried back home in ore of his ships. 
Hunt's brutality had enraged the In- 
dians, and that was a poor colonizing 
policy. Gorges, who still believed in 
possibilities north of Virginia, may 
have had an eye to conciliation and 
reparation when he sent the poor exile 
back to his forest and people. That 
was the year of the Pilgrim’s unex- 
pected appearance in Cape Cod bay so 
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far north of their objective, which was 


somewhere in Virginia, far enough 
away from Jamestown not to be 
bothered by the Church of Englanders. 

Gorges knew from his fishing and 
trading ships that a pestilence had 
swept through the northern Indians 
in 1616 and 1617, from the Penobscot 
river to Narragansett bay. The region 
was reported “almost void of inhabi- 
tants.” That was of little importance 
to the Mayflower people if they went 
where they intended to go, but it was 
of great importance when they landed 


where they did. , 


A Terrible Winter. 

It was a stricken land and as such 
less able to give resistence if the na- 
tives were so disposed. Without de- 
termined Indian hostility the Pilgrims 
and the sailors of the Mayflower had 
a terrible winter with scurvy and other 
diseases and with lack of supplies. 
The Indians avoided them and tried

Other Nice Points in Jam Making. 


The old recipes all émphasized the 
point that fruit must be gathered on 
a dry day, be free.from dust and soot. 
The best sugars must be used, because 
the inferior give off so much scum 
as to waste fruit juices greatly. In 
some cases sugars were Clarified be- 
fore used with fruits. And the old 
recipes say that there is no economy 
in using too little sugar, because then 
the jam must be cooked so mucii 
longer to get the whole to the jam 
stage that the quantity was bound to 
be reduced. Of course, and we can- 
not say it too often, aromas were al- 
most always lost in the long cooking.

Scariet Strawberry 

It is astonishing how many are the 
people who cling to the idea that may 
have been all right for the small field 
berry, but not generally for the large 
cultivated one, often with its hcllow 
center and always containing over 
ninety. per cent of water, These peo- 
ple put their desire thus: “I need a 


-recipe that will make the fruit beau- 


lowing and see if the beautiful color 
of it will be compensation enough for 
whole berries, as well as the near to 
fresh strawberry flavor: Pour the 
Strawberries gently into a large dish 
of cold water, lift them out and, should 
the water be too dirty, repeat the 
rrocess. Allow to drain thoroughly 
and then hull. If the hull is gripped 
too firmly it is all right to split the 
berry, since there are reasons why 
we should crush the strawberries be- 
ore adding the sugar and’ cooking the 

m. It is no great amount of work 
to slice large berries while hullinc 
them, and as the crushed berries are 
likely to be stringy, this can be rec- 
ommended. Then mash the berries, 
or crush, and if they are not extra 
ripe add an equal quantity of sugar, 
stir till well dissolved and cook in a 
small quantity to 218 degrees. If 
the temperature r up rapidly cook 
to 220, but the ave strawberry has 
so thuch water that this will not hap- 
pen. Put in sterile glasses and cover 
when cold. 

Whole Strawberri¢s in Jam. 

With careful procedure the straw- 
berries may be kept whole and hand- 
some by making the jam as follows— 
small quantities at a time: Wash. 
drain thoroughly and hull the berries. 
Cook them slowly for fifteen minutes. 
without any sugar #80 as to dry out 
some of the water and so carefully that 
the aroma will not go with the steam. 
Now measure the fruit and add to each 
cup of it three-fourths of a cup of 
sugar, blend them well a

;Haven't you ever noticed that when 
you or some one else in the family— 
the adults, I mean—does anything 
about the house, some one usually 

pes up, “ Well, this room certainly 

a wreck!" Whether it’s cutting out 
& dress, or tinkering with the radio, 
or painting the bathroom cabinet, or 
making a slip cover for the arm chair, 
or getting your things together for a 
fishing trip—the effect is usually con- 
fusion. About the only thing you 
can do without altering the 


landscape is to read a book. So, by 


the same token, if the children are 
going to be alive, a certain amount of 
dirt and disorder will result. Espe- 
cially when they’re young they seem 
to find their greatest joy in ‘doing 
these things which necessarily cause 
a mess. And the height of their de- 
light is to do everything that you are 
doing at the very time that you are 
doing it. It’s “O, daddy, let me paint 
—give me a brush, too,” or “I'll sweep 
up the sawdust and the curls, daddy.” 
or “Oh, mommy, let me make a pie, 
too,” or “I can break eggs, mother, 
really I can,” or “I just know I 
could make the icing for grandma's 
birthday cake, auntie, if you'd jet me.” 
Worth the Trouble. 

And the surprising part of it, when 
you're thinking the thing out, is this: 
If you get yourself into a frame of 
mind where you‘re trying to let the 
children do as many things as possible, 
you'll find that you can almost always 
let them do exactly what they long to. 
Of course, it’s pretty sure to make some 
trouble for you, but it’s worth it. 
You’re making them happy, they are 
satisfying that natural impulse to do. 
and they are learning prodigiously in 
the doing. 

When they’re older thcy’ll want to 
do other sorts of things—but when you 
get right down to it, I don't know 
but what there are activities that are 
every bit a& messy as the things they 
do when they are little—making fleets 
of boats and sailing them in the bath- 
tub on a VERY choppy sea, or run- 
ning the electric trains with premedi- 
tated wrecks and footstools for tunnels, 
or making bifdhouses, or being bears 
and bear cubs in dens of chairs and 
blankets, or any one of a hundred 
fascinating things. 

Well, let them do any or all of them 
and clean up after themselves for the 
moral effect, even if. you do have to 
give the professional touch to the 
cleaning job after they consider it fin- 
ished. Children can’t be frustrated. 
They MUST NOT be frustrated. The 
frequent thwarting of their natural 
impulses has a very bad effect on 
them, even though it isn’t always an 
obvious one.

It 
is using sheets of thin skin for flying 
purposes. It stretches this skin from 
the wrist of its front leg to the wrist 
of its hind leg. .

Actually this squirrel is more of a 
glider than a flyer.

Prime Requisit 


N the foregoing installments we 
placed the rider in the saddle and 
put the horse in motion at the 
} walk. Now, before going into the 
faster gaits, we should give some 
thought to balance and suppleness. 
‘Balance is one of the basic require- 
ments of seat. By placing his body ix 
@* correct mechanical position and 
adapting his movement to that of his 
horse, the rider can materially assist

or effectively combat the movements 
of his mount. Moreover, he can re- 
ace to a minimum his own physical 
efforts. As some one has so aptly ex- 
pitessed it, he rides by “the strength of 
effects rather than the effects of 
strength.” In the physical world “an 
object may be said to be in balance, if, 
one when, its weight is so distributed 
ut a point of support as to come to 
rést on that point.” This definition 
assumes a fixed support. This, ob- 
vipusly, has but little to do with equi- 
tation which is essentially movement. 
“Yet when outside forces, such as ac- 
eéleration or decrease in the rate of 
motion, and air resistance enter into 
the question, the position of the bal- 
body mist be altered constantly 
te retain balance. It is impgrtant to 
the rider’s sense of comfort, ease and 
security of seat that he go “ with” 
the horse—that he be not at odds with 
him: otherwise he will be clinging on 
by muscular effort exerted through the 
gtipping of his legs and the clutch- 
ing of his hands upon the reins.

not because of a lack of muscular 
strength, but because of a lack of the 
sense of balance. In a few years we 
see him go dashing by on roller skates. 
Cultivating Balance. 


To cultivate balance, one must nec- 


essarily acquire suppleness. These 
two are essential to a secure 
seat. Suppleness, in riding, unques- 


tionably, is more a matter of relaxing 
the mind than the muscle. We seek 
it by combating its opposite—rigidity. 
As Maj. E. G. Cullum, Q. M. C. (re- 
mount service) says: “ Rigidity re- 
sults from fear in all its forms from 
being ‘scared stiff’ to mild apprehen- 
sion. Just as when automobile riding 
with a reckless driver we find our- 
selves tense and pressing with our 
feet on the floor board.” 


As one grows; older with accumu- 
lated susponainahios he becomes more 
cautious. Selfpreservation is, of 
course, one’s first consideration. In 
emergencies, frém childhood up, we 
form the habit of holding on by our 
hands; in riding the legs must be 
taught to perform this oe ye leav- 
ing the hands free to control the horse 
as we go with him. 

Man’s natural mode of locomotion 
is his feet and legs, and they as 
a natural shock absorber, but when he 
is placed in an unyielding saddle the 
shock absorbing functions of his loin 
are greatly increased. We thereiore 
must have a trained suppleness of loin. 
Many riders compensate for its ab- 
sence by standing in theystirrups and 
by avoiding the rougher gaits. Thus 
the development of the five-gaited 
saddle Aorse, with his easy lateral 
gaits. 

Hence, students in equitation have 
evolved certain exercises ‘known as 
suppling exercises, for combating 
spasmodic contractions of the loin, 
the knee, the ankle joints, the wrists, 
the elbows, the shoulders and neck. 
We must learn by practice to meet 
emergencies on horseback by relaxing 
instead of contracting the muscles of 
the upper body, while the legs must 
be flexed and brought in closer contact 
with the sides of the horse, below the 
bulge. Keep the knees and heels 
down. 

Some Suppling Exercises. 

The following suggested “daily 
dozen ’’.suppling exercises will depend 
for their beneficial results upon the 
occa and the. precision with 


|

whith they are executed. At first 
don't “over do” it, which ia the rea- 
son why so many associate riding with 
physical pain. When the muscles are 
lame one favors them, thereby becom- 
ing tense. 

Begin gradually and permit the mus- 
cles to be hardened to the new condl- 
tion. “Rome was not built in a 
day.” Cultivate good humor, sing, 
smile, or whistle; don’t resist the move- | 
ment of the horse. Go with him. 
During the exercises, which should 
be done at the halt, walk, slow-trot, | 
and gallop, remove the feet from the | 
stirrups and permit them to hang, 
naturally without restraint. 


First exercise—Cirry the head and 
eyes well up. Turn the head and eyes 


several times. Then tip the head well 
forward and from front to rear. Guard 
against jerky movements and from 


moving legs and shoulders. 

Second — Describe vertical 
with the right. arm extended, ae 
moving the left. Hold reins in right 
hand and repeat exercise with left arm. 
Let shoulder follow arm. 

Third—Extend right arm horizontal- 
ly, palm up, and rotate it from front 
to rear, keeping eyes on palm all the 
while. Don’t Jet the left leg move for- 
ward as the arm is carried to the rear. 
“Tet not the left hand know what the 
right hand doeth.” Shoulder should 
follow movement without altering posi- 
tion of hips. Alternate arms. 

Fourth—Without altering set of pel- 
vis or position of legs and rein hand, 
bend body forward at the loin and 
with free hand stroke horse far up on 
the crest. 

Fifth—With right hand stroke horse 
on left shoulder and right hip. Alter- 
nate hands and sides. Keep buttocks 
well forward in the saddle. Don’t 
alter position of legs. 

Sixth—Carry shoulders well to rear 
by a rolling movement. Convex back 
carrying waistline to rear. Do not 
concave or arch back. ; 

Seventh—F lex wrists, open and close 
fingers. Shake arm—thoroughly re- 
laxed. Don’t “slouch.” Keep the head 
and chest up during exercises. 


Eighth—Fiex knees, carrying foot 
weil to rear without moving thigh. As 
lower leg moves to rear raise toe. 


Ninth—Rotate ankles—up,<out, down 
and in, moving only the foot. 

Tenth—Lean well to the right froni 
and then to the left front. See how 
far you can reach with the extended 
arm, without changing leg position. 

Eleventh—To be done at the stand- 
still only: Grasp pommel. Detach 
thigh, carry leg backward until thigh 
is vertical. Then while pressing knee 
firmly against saddle, draw thigh for- 
ward to normal position. The foot 
should hang naturally without re- 
straint. Alternate legs. Breathe deep- 
ly. The object is to press backward 
the muscle between thigh bone and 
saddle, permitting thi bone to rest 
more closely to saddle. 

Twelfth—Decrease the waist line 
measurement and promote suppleness 
by not completely satisfying the in- 
creased appetite caused by this health- 
ful exercise and fresh air. —

ONFIDENTIALLY I am no admirer of the Hon. Mr. 
Coolidge, twentyqinth President of the United States, 
\ and if the news came tomorrow that he had resolved to 

retire in 1929 in order to become the vaudeville or radio 
czar or to take a stool in the office of J. P. Morgan & Co. I'd 
certainly not set up any blubbering. But candor compels me 
to say that some of his critics and opponents, especially 
within the bounds of his own party, fatigue me excessively. 
And they fatigue me particularly when they argue that his 
reélection next year would amount to giving him a third term, 
and that he is under an obligation of duty and honor to 
refuse it. 
This doctrine is pure nonsense. There is no such obliga- 


lies in the fact that George Washington, having suffered two 
terms in the Swampshurst bungalow that then passed as a 
White House declined a third. But what went on in Wash- 


ington’s time is surely no safe guide to what ought’ to be 
done today. Washington was a wine-bibber and ran a still. 
Washington, when he observed a pretty girl, gave public no- 
tice of the fact by manipulating his right eyebrow. Washing- 
ton kept slaves. Washington was an officer and a gentleman. 
Alive today, he would probably be in jail. In jail or not, 
he’d certainly not be in the White House. No man of the 
class to which he belonged has inhabited that gloomy man- 
sion since March 4, 1829, and there is no more chance that | 
another will get there hereafter than there is that-a blacka- 
moor will get there. For weal or for woe, we have made 


men of his peculiar sort ineligible for the job, and with their 
physical presence, it seems to me, there has gone al] need ‘to 
respect their pruderies. To follow them part of the way and 
then shrink back would plainly be absurd. To follow them all 
the way would be to shock beyond an endurance a populace 
that is convinced, if it is convinced of nothing else, that the 
habits of mind and life of gentlemen are somehow scandalous 
and dangerous. 

It is easy enough in the present case to conjure up 
images of’ men who, in this way or that, would surpass Dr. 
Coolidge as First Chief of the Republic. As a matter of fact, 
such men exist in the flesh and a number of them aspire to 
the office. At least two of them are noticeably more hand- 
gome than Dr. Coolidge, and several are probably wiser, at all 
events in book learning. But these men have no more chance 
to beat him than I have to beat Gene Tunney. They are far 
too frank and honest; there is too much reasonable suspicion 
that, like Washington, they are gentlemen. If he is begten 
at all it will have to be by a mountebank—by one who is 
beth wet and dry, for the Interests and against them, a 
friend of the farmer who can yet carry the First assembly 
district of New York. In other words, it will have to be by 
one who is four times as bad as Dr. Coolidge, even estimating 
him at his worst. 4 

Such. men are not rare among us. The senate swarms 
with them, and ali of them are ng. They gcovern most 
of our states. But I see no sound reason for accelerating the 
inevitable course of nature by shoving one of them into the 
White House in 19298. The gentleman there now, whatever 
his deficiencies, is at least endurable. He has carried himself 
in a respectable and decorous manner. He has avoided the 
carnalities that disgraced the country in Washington’s day.

I therefore refrain, on the advice 
of counsel, from proposing that thé.Hon. Mr. Coolidgé be 
made king, but if it were certainly lawful I'd probably do it. 
After all, why not? The prejudice against kings is as absurd 
and archaic as the old prejudice against exposing the femalé 
patella. Seven years ago every educated American was full 
of fears of synthetic gin; today even the judiciary guzzle it. 
I think we'd get used to a king just as quickly. 

As a matter of fact, the instincts of the human race run 
in favor of monarchy, and they always have. Our own his 
tory is full of proofs of it. Im 1787, when the constitution 
was being formulated, a considerable number of the delegates 
were in favor of setting up a king instead of a President,. 
and in 1789, when Washington began his first term, the move- 
ment was formally revived. For many days the First con-, 
gress debated a motion to give him the title of highness— 
an obvious attempt to insert the opening that mo- 
tion came very near being carried. In 1797, as every one 
knows, there was a widespread demand that Washington ac- 
cept a third term, and behind it was a plain hope that he 
would also proceed to a fourth and a fifth. Jackson faced the 
same demand in 1836, and Lincoln, had he lived, would have 
faced it in 1868. 

More, there has always been a visible tendency to make 
the Presidency hereditary. John Adams’ son, John Quincy, 
was elected in 1824, and William Henry Harrison's grandson, 
Benjamin, in 1888. Lincoln’s son, Robert, was a formidable 
candidate in two campaigns. Grant’s son, Fred, was men- 
tioned more than once, and so was Garfield's’ son/Jimmy. 
The son of Roosevelt, eddy Jr., has been a candidate since 
the age of 11 and will undoubtedly make a noise hereafter. 
He is still under 40 and will not be 60 until 1947. 

+ 


It must be plain from this that a President's son or 
grandson runs an enormously greater chance of becoming 
President himself than any other man. There were at least 
3,000,000 eligible adult males in 1824, when John Quincy 
Adams was elected. He beat them all at odds of 3,000,000 
to 1. There were nearly 15,000,000 in 1888, when Benjamin 
Harrison was elected. In 1908, when Jimmy Garfield was 
talked of, not more than 100 other men were talked of—100 
out of nearly 20,000,000. His advantage ever the average 
man was thus as 200,000 is to 1. Today the active candidates 
include the 96 members of the senate, the 48 state governors, 
and perhaps 50 others—say 200 in all Young Teddy is 
among the 50.” His advantage over the other 25,000,000 eligi- 
bles (disregarding women completely) is thus as 125,000 is to 1. 

What the science of mathematics thus unearths is simply 
an ancient human instinct, too powerful to be upset by demo- 
cratic rhetoric. Theoretically implacable enemies of the mon- 
archical idea, the American people actually favor the crown 
prince by odds running from 125,000 to 3,000,000 to 1. Is 
his instinct unsound? Not at all. John Quincy Adams made 
a very fair President, and so did Benjamin Harrison. Jimmy 
Garfield in 1908 would have been no worse than Dr. Tatt, and 
‘Teddy Jr., had he succeeded to the purple on his father’s 
death, would have been quite as good, in all probability, as 
the sainted Dr. Harding. Robert Lincoln for many years 
was chief counsel to the Pullman pany and then its 
president. Was the Pullman company during those years 
run worse or better than the United States? .

But the two performances she gave 
stood out, the critics at least are agreed, as the best indi- 
vidual samples of character portraiture any actress has 
offered. 

One gentlemanly 
critic refused to vote for any actor on the plea that he had 
not seen a single distinguished performance given by any 
male person all winter. 

The runner-up to Mr. Lunt was Holbrook Blinn of “ The

A Difficult Assignment. __ 

--It is-a difficult assignifent to select two players from 
two or three thousand and say these two were better than 
any of the others. As it happens, I voted for the winners, 
but not without misgivings and certain menta! reservations. 

Lunt unquestionably is the leading actor of the season. 
Not only because he is a player of distinguished talent, but 
because, as a member of the Theater Guild repertory com- 
pany, his opportunities have ‘been gréater than those of any 
of his contemporaties. But it would be difficult to prove 
that any one performance of his was greatly superior to, 
say, the “ Barker” performance of Walter Huston, or the 
small time hero of “ Broadway” as he is completely realized 
by Lee Tracey. Lunt wins because he has done more good 
work than either, not particularly because he has done bettér 
work. 

In Miss Lord's case it is true that, although her range 
is definitely limited, the thing she does well she doés su- | 
premely well. She can play the nerve taut neurotic of 
shallow mentality with greater emotional effect than any of 
her sisters. She can play the badgered but defiant heroine 
of humble origin, low caste, and uncertain morals more con- 
vincingly than any actress I know. It happens the two 
parts she had this season fell neatly within her range, and 
gained much from the gifts of histrionicism she brought them. 

__But if you were to try to prove, from what they have 
done as well as from what stand willing to prove they | 
can do, given the chance, t Pauline Lord is a better | 
actress than Jane Cowl, or Lynn Fontanne, or Aiice Brady, 
or Helen Menken, or Ethel Barrymore, you would discover 
with startling suddenness that you couldn't do it. 

And yet, to repeat, by the terms under which the awards 
were Alfred Lunt and Pauline Lord are, I belieye, 
entitled to this season's medals.

Reid, Charles T. Pirie, T. E. Donnelley, 
James O. Heyworth, J. M. Patterson, 
Miss Sarva, all from Lake Forest, and 
from Winnetka, Mrs. J. W. Scott and 
Mrs. Howard Phillips. 

Garden clubs are an immeasurable 
force working in the rural districts of 
the U. S. A: for the development of 
beauty in both garden design and hor- 
ticulture. From earliest times man- 
kind has been interested in this ex- 
pression of the love of beauty. The 
Chinese, countless ages ago, when our 
ancestors were hanging by their taiis 
from the trees, created lovely gardens, 
adorning them with rare porcelains, 
as well as lovely blossoms and shrubs. 
The fame of the hanging gardens of 


-Babylou has come down to us from 


the remote regions of ancient his- 
tory. Garden creation is one of the 
distinguishing marks of civilization, 
savages never inclining to this form 


As this column has already remarked 
on several occasions, one of the obvious 
and self-evident interests of any asso- 
ciation that has to do with gardens 


. should be to make them places where 


people can gather and spend many 
hours of their days*in comfort and 
pleasure. The descendants of Adam 
and Eve have succeeded in banishing 
serpents from gardens, but they still 
endure that much greater menace and 
pest, the biting, buzzing mosquite. If 
townships and village councils are too 
poor spirited and tight-fisted fo fur- 
nish either the money or the equip- 
ment needed to exterminzte this 
abomiinable insect, then it would cer- 
tainly seem the right thing for this 
duty to devolve on those supporting 
garden clubs. They have the organ- 
ization, the zeal, and the means to 
take up the task. 

In those eastern local/ties to which 
I have previously referred in this de- 
partment, it was the private citizens 
who first undertook this work, raising 
the money and providing the men and 
apparatus needed. So successful were 
these pioneers that today the work is 
taken out of their hands, and village 
boards always include in their budgets 
the requisite money needed for this 
mosquito extermination. : 
‘The work is started in April and 
carried on until autumn frosts make 
it unnecessary. This enables the in- 


habitants thereabouts to dispense with 


screened porches and to live in, their

wonder that the old Latins called it fragaria. 


And did you ever pick a strawberry bouquet? Country children through
